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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
neither discloses nor suggests a steam sterilization system as claimed, including in 
combination with all of the other limitations, a cart having a rail assembly which are 
engaged by the wheels of a bin mounted thereon; nor does the prior art disclose a 
method of sterilizing medical waste comprising the steps of placing medical waste in a 
chamber, displacing the air in a chamber with steam, heating the steam to kill airborne 
pathogens, drawing a vacuum in the chamber, introducing steam again into the 
chamber, and heating the steam to kill sterilize the medical waste.
